POSSESSES INSATIABLE APPETiTE 


Te«U Show Mole (» Carnivorous Aninul. 


IFripirrd by the Unlttd Slalei Department 
of Arrlcutluce.) 


Perhaps no other animal Is relative- 


ly so strong, does so much hard work 
In a day, or eats so much In propor- 
tion to Its.; size' and weight, as the 
American mole. 
A mole's appetite 


seems to be almost Insatiable. Wlicii 
held In captivity ami given food to Its 
liking, It tvlll sometimes eat 
more 


than'Its oivu weight In a^day. This 
need for a Inrge quantity of food Is 
probably due to tlie Intense activity 
of the little animal, for experiments 
have shown that It may be found at 
work at.any hour of the day or night, 
whenever Its runways require repair- 
.Ing or It Is In need of new sources of 
food supplies. 


From the standpoint of food habits, 


It' would Kevin that moles are chiefly 
beneficial or at least neutral. Experi- 
ments conducted by the United States 
Department of Agriculture show that 
the mole Is a carnivorous' animal, 
though vegetable matter Is occasional- 
ly found In Its stomach. An examina- 
tion : of the stomachs of 200" 'moles 
showed that,'earthworms and white 


grubs forju the bulk of the food. 
Beetles' arid their larvae and other In- 
sects that enter the ground, spiders, 
centipedes, and cocoons also form a 
portion. In one stomach were found 
the remains of 71 small white grubs, 
In one 250 ant puparia, in one ten cut- 
worms, and In another 12 earthworms. 
In captivity, moles ravenously eat beef- 
steak, flesh of birds, flsli, or almost any 
sort of fresh meal, but starve to death 
when-supplied with notlilni; other than 
gniln and root crops. 


Tlie chief damage dono by the mole 


seems to be In tearing up gardens nnd 
making 
unsightly rlilges In lawns. 


Moles have been dealt with In the 
United States chiefly as a nuisance, 
but In some European countries they 
are trapped extensively not only to be 
rid of them as a post but also to har- 
vest their pelts. In this country It 
has been demonstrated that moles are 
never dorma'nt, that they never hiber- 
nate.

Sows put on balanced rations raised 


71 per cent more pigs than those re- 
ceklng. the same management but fed 
on idw protein'rations In'a "Savi the 
Pig" campaign carried on by extension 
workers In Kansas' ia.st''spring. Fir- 
rowing records were kept by 53 farm- 
ers. 
According to a. report received 


by the United States Department of 
Agriculture, 283 sows on 29 farms re- 
ceived corn and a protein supplement 
of either tankage, skim milk, alfalfa, 
or llnsced-oll meal. These 203 sows- 
farrowed 2,809 pigs, an average of 
10 to n litter; of these pigs, 1,713 were 
weaned, an average of 0.5 pigs per 
litter. On 11 farms, 100 sows received 
mostly corn rations, farrowing 1,1{H 
pigs, an average of 7 to the liltcr; of 
these pigs, 'I,ftl5 were weaned, an j 
average of 3.8 pigs to a litter.
